MUNSAN (^P)—A South Korean truce delegate's letter 


brought to light today several previously undisclosed details 
of the new United Nations proposal for solving the prisoner 
deadlock and reaching an armistice in Korea. 


The Allied plan — officially still 


secret—was submitted to the Com- 
munists at Panmunjom Monday. 


Some general provisions leaked 


out earlier this week and others 
were revealed today in a letter 
from the South Korean delegate, 
Maj. Gen. Choi Duk Shin, to the 
senior Allied delegate, Lt. Gen. 
William K. Harrison. 


Based on Choi's letter, the addi- 


tional details included: 


1. India, one of the five members 


of the neutral nations commission, 
which will take custody of prisoners 
unwilling to return to North Korea 


or Red China, will provide an "un- 
known" number of troops to guard 
the prisoners. 


•2. The other four members of the 


commission as well as India each 
will provide staff members and 
each will send at least 50 assist- 
ants.

Red China and North Korea—rep- 
resentatives to South Korea to talk 
with the unwilling captives and 
give them "explanations" about re- 
turning home.

meeting quoted North Korean Gen. 
Nam II as saying the Reds won't 
accept either proposal. He made it 
clear the Communists don't like 
the new plan or the old one.

Some 48,500 prisoners in Allied 


camps have refused to go back to 
communism. The Reds have pro- 
posed that the fate of those un- 
moved by "explanations" be left 
to a post-armistice political con- 
ference.

WASHINGTON (,¥»—The new Re- 


publican administration has abol- 
ished 11 of the 17 district com- 
missioner offices set up last year 
by the outgoing Democratic ad- 
ministration when it reorganized 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


Three new district commission- 


er offices' have been established, 
dividing the nation and its terri- 
tories, for tax purposes, into a new 
total of nine districts. 


The sweeping revision of the tax 


bureau's top field services swept 
out of office John B. Dunlap, who 
as commissioner of internal rev- 
enue supervised last year's top-to- 
bottom reorganization. Before the 
change of administration, Jan. 20, 
Dunlap was made district commis- 
sioner at Dallas, Tex., where he 
had spent most of his career in the 
revenue service. 


Dunlap said in a letter made 


public here by the revenue bureau 
that the new reorganization would 
"result in great benefit to the pub- 
lic" and that he felt he could "'best 
serve the bureau" now by getting 
out. His shift to Dallas had brought 
some Republican criticism. 


Dunlap resigned effective June 


30. He had become commissioner 
of internal revenue in April, 1951. 
in the midst of congressional in- 
vestigations of the bureau. 


In a joint announcement Thurs- 


day, 
Secretary 
of the 
Treasury 


Humphrey and T. Coleman An- 
drews, the new commissioner, said 
the revision of last year's reorgan- 
ization would take effect July 1. 


They said it would: 
1. Cut personnel in the field by 


400, with a saving of two million 
dollars a year, and in Washington 
by 900, with a saving of four mil- 
lion dollars a year. 


2. Help bring in more taxes by

NEW YORK (-Ft— More than 20,- 


000 children a year are estimated 
born in the United States as a re- 
sult of artificial insemination. 


This was brought out Thursday 


at the first World Congress on Fer- 
tility and Sterility by Dr. Abraham 
Stone, director of the Margaret 
Sanger Researcn bureau. 


He said an estimated 10,000 chil- 


dren were born of women impreg- 
nated with the sperm from a donor 
in cases where the husband was 
sterile. 


He gave no estimate of the total 


born through artificial insemina- 
tion of the husband's own sperm, 
but said these cases amounted to 
60 or 70 per cent of all medically 
controlled inseminations. 


This would make the total more 


than 20.000.

We Should Pay Tribute to Men 


Who Died as POWs 


This Memorial Day we ought to honor a special kind of 


soldier dead. We ought to remember the men who died— 
and may still be dying—behind the Communist lines as pris- 
oners in Korea. 
We should think of the weary, enfeebled men who fell 


by the wayside in the punishing, forced marches, and watched 
with pathetic wistfulness as their comrades dragged them- 
selves out of sight down the road. 


We should think of the men who flopped down to sleep in 


the icy, hostile night and never woke up. In the morning, 
their captors kicked their frozen bodies into the nearest ditch.

We should give some thought, too, to the soldiers whose 


only offense against their captors was that they became sick. 
For this error, many were shot on the line of march, and left 
with the "drop-outs" to mark the trail of broken bodies. 


Those who survived the ordeal of the marches found 


merely a new torture supplanting the old. In the contrived 
misery of the Communist prison camps, unnecessary death 
was a ritual. 


Men died when a little more food, a little medicine, a bit 


of warm clothing, a clean bandage might have saved them. 
A quick bullet in the back of the head would have been a 
more honorable way to kill them.

The irony of their terrible predicament was never more 


bitter than the day when a soldier helping others to bury a 
dead cbmrade fell to his knees beneath the burden. He never 
rose again, but died there, on the way to another's grave. 


Here and there a sympathetic Korean peasant may have 


dragged off one of the fallen, buried him and begun tending 
his grave. For all the rest, there are no crosses, no mounds 
of earth, no clear mark to show where they lie. 


We can raise a monument to them only in our minds and 


hearts. Once we have done it, we must never forget to look 
in upon it while we gaze each year at the visible symbols of 
soldierly sacrifice.

CZECHS' SILVERWARE WOES

tions of a couple of reports made to "News From Behind 
the Iron Curtain." 


Cutlery hasn't been available in Czech shops for some 


time, so the pilfering of silverware from restaurants has 
become a real problem. 


To beat it, one cafeteria has required customers to 


pay a J2 deposit for the use of knife, fork and spoon. 
The deposit is paid back when the customer turns in the 
utensils. 


At the main railway station restaurant in Prague the

$100,000 MIA PATROL CONTINUES 


Air force intelligence officers in Korea have been 


watching enemy flying maneuvers closely ever since Gen. 
Mark Clark made his offer of $100,000 to any Communist 
pilot who would land a Russian-built MIG jet on a UN 
field. So far there have been no changes In the pattern 
of Red flying to indicate they were conscious of the pos- 
sibility one of their pilots might desert. 


The procedure by which an enemy pilot might de- 


liver a Russian plane is complicated. The announced plan 
is for the pilot to fly over the island of Paengyong-do, an 
island off the west coast of Korea and waggle wings at 
20,000 feet. This would bring a jet escort of UN planes 
to the MIG's side for a landing at Kimpo airfield.

trol over Paengyong-do will be continued, says the Air 
Force.

beth II walks into Westminster Ab- 
bey for her coronation she will, in 
theory, be an unidentified person 
coming in to claim the throne. 


There is no popular doubt that 


»he is the right girl, but there is 
as yet nothing official as to her 
qualifications. 


The Church of England manages 


»uch affairs with most exacting 
precision. It is being careful not to 


. crown the wrong person. 


Crimson Crown 


The Queen will arrive wearing a 


crimson gown, fit and adequate to 
open parliaments, which she al- 
ready is qualified to do. She will 
not yet be authorized to wear the 
golden gown of the 
coronation 


service, or the royal purple in 
which she will appear in the coro- 
nation procession. 


The coronation service will give 


her the proper authority, and the 
first task of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury will be to establish that 
she is the proper person. 


On entering, the Queen first 


kneels at the Chair of Estate and 
says private prayers—or as pri- 
vate as they may be in an audience 
of 7,500 persons. 


Rising, 
she then stands near 


King Edward's chair in the view 
of all. 
The archbishop proclaims 


that she is, in his view, "your un- 
doubted queen." 


."Wherefore," he continues, "all 


you who are come this day ~ to do 
your homage and service, are you 
willing to do the same?" 


It Is a question which stirs his- 


tory, and goes back to ancient 
times when kings were acclaimed, 
or even elected. It is the moment, 
theoretically, for anyone to chal- 
lenge the Queen's identity, or her 
right to reign.

The twigs 
wilt and fall easy prey of disease 
and insects. 


When the young nymphs hatch 


about six %veeks afterwards, they 
burrow into the ground and feed on 
roots. 
Year after year they stay 


below, living an existence about 
which little is known, until it is 
time for them to reappear. 


It is- this enormous migration 


from subsoil to surface that now is 
anticipated. 
Usually it occurs in 


late May or early June. If they 
stay on schedule, the cicadas will 
not come back for 17 years. 


One'and one half inches long, the 


periodical type is smaller than the 
common or dog-day cicada which 
shows up in Illinois each year in 
July, August and September. 


Describe Insect 


The periodical fellow has a black 


body, reddish eyes and legs and 
translucent 
wings 
with 
orange 


veins. The winged adult emerges 
from a fragile nymph skin which 
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it leaves in great numbers on trees, 
bushes, grass blades, 
telephone 


poles and other places. 


Its more vigorous song pierces 


the daylight hours for five or six 
weeks. The sound is made by the 
male with two shell-like inflated 
drums on the abdomen.

found particularly in older home*, are illustrated above. 


Home owners appreciate sound 


plumbing for its convenience and 
health protection and because they 
know smoothly functioning plumb- 
ing systems weigh heavily in the 
resale value of their homes. 


That they are deeply concerned 


with all of these things is evident 
in two of their most common 
complaints. 
First, 
that 
their 


homes' 
plumbing systems 
are 


noisy and, second, that they pro- 
duce odors. They, ask what can 
be done. 


Manufacturers of plumbing fix- 


tures 
and 
reputable 
plumbing 


contractors have made a lot of 
headway against noise in plumb- 
ing systems, but there are build- 
ers who short-cut expenses by tak- 
ing it out on the plumbing. 
It 


doesn't pay—either contractor or 
buyer. 


The three general types of noises 


found in plumbing systems are 
water hammer, whistling and chat- 
tering. 


As the Plumbing and Heating 


Industries Bureau points out, there 
Is no excuse for water hammer— 
th« thump in the piping heard 
when valves or faucets are turned 
off abruptly. 


It can usually be eliminated by 


the installation of an air chamber 
or short length of pipe in the wall 
where each supply pipe enters a 
plumbing fixture, according to the 
bureau. If this'doesn't prevent the 
hammering noise, a special type 
of shock absorber should be in- 
stalled on the main line near the 
meter or as close as possible to 
the source of the noise. 


If the noise still continues, it 


must come from a source outside 
the house, and a master plumber 
should find it. 


The shock waves caused by wa- 


ter hammer can be ruinous to pip- 
ing—producing leaks that are ex- 
pensive to repair. It should not be 
allowed to go on indefinitely. 


Chattering in plumbing may have 


one of a number of causes, includ-

ing pipes rubbing against metal 
projections, worn faucet washers 
or looseness of other inside parts 
of valves. 


Whistling is the result of water 


traveling at high velocity through 
piping which is usually too small. 
So it is important not to be stingy 
with the. size of pipe used in the 
water supply. 


The alternative is to install a 


pressure-reducing 
valve. 
Since 


whistling is most common at bends 
and tees in the pipe, it will also 
help to straighten the lines if pos- 
sible. 


As for odors, a correctly de- 


signed and installed plumbing sys- 
tem shouldn't present this prob- 
lem. 
Defects that produce odors 


are improperly vented plumbing, 
leaks in waste or vent piping, 
traps that have lost their water 
seal, and others. 


Odors in plumbing systems oft- 


en indicate the presence of sewer 
gas entering 
through 
leaks or 


traps. 
Though sewer gas isn't 


deadly, it is noxious and capable 
of causing headaches and other 
minor illnesses. 


Traps and vents control the 


sewer air. Traps are plainly vis- 
ible under sinks, are built into 
water closets and 
usually con- 


cealed in the floor or basement 
under bathtubs. 
Traps hold sev- 


eral inches of water, which is a 
barrier 
to sewer gas. Unless 


properly 
vented, they lose this 


water seal. 


In fixtures used only infrequent- 


ly, this water seal rrfay evaporate. 
So it is a good idea to fill such 
drains and fixtures with 
water 


occasionally to insure a trap seal.

electrical equipment, all of which 
have created many new fire haz- 
ards that must be safeguarded 
against by the farmer and his em- 
ployees. 


In addition, it was emphasized 


that farm fires frequently result in 
almost total loss. 


"Unlike buildings in urban areas, 


where fire protection 'and water 
supplies are adequate, those in 
farm areas are often completely 
destroyed when they catch fire." 
the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers explained. 
How Franklin's 
Purse Got Into 
Royal Museum 


The mineral asbestos today is 


considered one of the most useful 
of our natural mineral resources 
but in Benjamin Franklin's day, 
and for many decades thereafter, 
it was known principally as a 
curiosity. 


One of Franklin's earliest .sur 


viving letters describes how he 
used an asbestos purse to make the 
acquaintance of Sir Hans Sloane, 
later a president of the Royal 
Society. On a visit to London in 
1725 
Franklin wrote to Sir Hans: 


"Having lately been in the north- 


ern parts of America. I have 
brought from thence a purse made 
of the stone asbestos . . . called by 
the inhabitants salamander cotton." 
(The 
salamander was a mythical 


animal reputed to have the power 
of enduring fire without harm.) 


He went on to say that he also 


had a piece of the stone and would 
be pleased to have Sloan call upon 
him with a view to inspecting the 
items. Sir Hans called and pur- 
chased. 
The purse is now in a 


London museum. 


The full economic importance of 


asbestos was not appreciated until 
more than 150 years later. Now 
asbestos is an important ingredient 
in roofing shingles, siding shingles 
and hundreds of other manufac- 
tured items.

In these days of the shrinking 


dollar,

anxiously for ways to keep home 
maintenance bills down, but we're 
raher short-sighted in this respect.

»One long-range answer is to be 


found in exhaust ventilation. At- 
tic and window fans are gaming 
acceptance as efficient and low- 
cost ways of adding years of trou- 
ble-free life to the average family 
dwelling, and of saving important 
maintenance dollars. 


Most 
basements 
are 
usually 


damp; attics are warm and dry. 
And there is always moisture in 
the air, suspended in millions of 
tiny droplets, that we don't ordi- 
narily notice. 


Warm air is like a sponge and 


holds much more moisture than 
cold air. The effect of suddenly 
cooling warm air is something like 
squeezing a saturated sponge, be- 
cause cool air doesn't have the 
water-carrying capacity of warm 
air. So, when air in the basemen 
cools off, the moisture in it con 
denses and is deposited on walls 
and floor. 


Well, attic and window fans in 


the home exhaust the moisture 
laden warm air, which is often 
20 to 30 degrees warmer than the 
air outside. This gives the cooler 
air outside a chance to enter the 
house, and the moisture in the 
warm air is not allowed to settle. 


Moisture in studs, joists, beams 


siding and other parts of the house 
has a slow, but damaging effect- 
It loosens fittings and joints. Ii 
causes unequal swelling that re 
suits in cracks.

Once started, flaws caused by 


moisture tend to spread and lead 
to secondary damage. Plaster pulls 
away from lath, window frames 
come loose—adding up to costly 
repair bills. 


Attic and window fans operate 


best on the night-cooling principle. 
During the day the hot sun on the 
roof sends the interior temperature 
soaring. When the sun goes clown 
in the evening the outside tem- 
perature drops suddenly, but the 
temperature loss inside is slo\\ei. 


By switching on the fan in the 


evening the homeowner can ic- 
duce the temperature by 20 to 30 
degrees in minutes. This is the 
cheapest way of operating the fan 
—taking advantage of the cool 
night breezes. 


Moisture collecting in the house 


allows fungus to grow. These para- 
sites live off wood and other or- 
ganic material. A moisture-soaked 
house is the ideal environment for 
fungus, and its effect on a house 
is just as damaging as primary 
water damage. 


To insure that an exhaust fan is 


properly rated, it should bear the 
"Certified Ratings" label, indicat- 
ing satisfactory 
compliance with 


industry-government standards. 


These standards are explained 


in "Commercial Standards" 178-51 
and 179-51, published by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce to pro- 
vide guidance in the selection and 
installation of ventilating fans.

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Salad Greens All Summer 
Possible in Hoine Garden 


An all-summer program of green 


salad leaves should be planned to 
follow the spring lettuce crop which 
usually fails with hot weather. It 
is longer than is used to be, thanks 
to the new salad bowl, and old oak 
leaf 
varieties, 
which withstand 


heat longer than others . 


Romaine or cos lettuce is also 


more heat resistant. It is the fa- 
vorite with French chefs, produc- 
ing oval leaves, in an upright 
cluster which used to be bleached 
by tying up the leaves as they 
neared 
maturity. 
This lessens 


their vitamin content, 
however, 


and the practice is being aban- 
doned. 


Bibb lettuce, which is currently 


a favorite, is especially sensitive 
to hot weather. 
Its loose heads 


run to seed early in the summer. 
Many deem it the highest in qua- 
lity of all. It can be grown in 
early summer, and early fall, ma- 
turing in 60 days from sowing in 
the spring. 


After the early lettuce harvest 


has ended, chicory, also known as 
endive, is available. This should 
be sown early as it takes 90 days 
to mature. Two or three sowings 
should be timed to give succes- 
sion crops until winter. Frost im- 
proves the flavor of the leaves. 


and they retain good quality until 
a hard frec/.e. 


Endive is avilable in a broad- 


leaved type, also known as esca- 
rolle. and the curley leaved type 
which is favored by many for'the 
first crop. Both are grown by the 
same methods used for lettuce. 


Water cress is easily 
grown 


wherever it is possible to furnish 
a constant supply of water to- the 
plants. 
This can be done by sow- 


ing the seed in flats which are. kept 
moist by wicks which draw water 
from pans below which are kept 
filled with water. Corn salad is a 
leaf crop which is hardy and can 
be harvested late in the fall. Up- 
land garden cress gives a pungent 
flavor to the salad. 


In 
the 
fall , Chinese cabbage 


leaves are delicious. Chinese cab- 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But in midsummer, it always runs 
to seed. A late crop has no such 
tendency, and heads are easily pro- 
duced in the fall, from plants start- 
ed in late June.
